ANOTHER FALSTAFF 


Two Falstaff in one year, this perhaps will be one of the most oustanding 
features of 1960 at the Gaiety. Follow:ng an Orson Welles portrayal in March 
of this great character from Shakespeare, the Dublin Grand Opera Society will 
open its four-week Festival of Italian Opera on Easter Monday with the first 
performance in Dublin of Verdi's “ Falstaff '. 

Verdr's. “ Falstaff” has come to be regarded as the Festival Opera "par 
excellence " since Toscanini popularised it with modern audiences at the Salz- 
burg Festivals of 1935 and subsequent years. The Italian baritone, Piero Guelfi, 
one of the best modern in‘erpreters of the Fat Knight, has been engaged for the 
title-role. 

Bel'ini'Ss “ La Sonnambula” unknown to present-day opera goers in Dublin 
but a favourite of past generations will serve as vehicle for the return of Gianna 
D'Angelo and Virginia Zeani who share the tit'e-role and to introduce a new 
tenor “find” Ruggero Bondino. 

Puccini's “ Turandot” was presented by the Soc'ety (in English) for the first 
time in Ireland three years ago. This time it will be given in Italian with some 
of the most noted interpreters available—Lucille Udovick, Aureliana Be'trami, 


Umberto Borso and Ferruccio Mazzoli. The opera will be lavishly mounted 
and costumed as befits this tale of Ancient China. 

The remaining operas, “ Lucia di Lammermoor”, “Tosca”, and “La 
Traviata” belong to the established repertory. “Tosca” will be sung by Nora 


de Rosa and by Umberta Borso (who has become one of the great tenors of the 
present day). In the role of Scarpia, the Society presents for the first time the 
baritone Anselmo Colzani, an international star of first magnitude. 

- The “Lucia” cast includes 
Gianna D'Angelo, one of the 
very best of Lucias, and 
another new tenor, Angelo 
Marchiandi of the Rome 
Opera. 

In “La Traviata” there will 
be Dublin’s favourite Violetta, 
Virginia Zeani; Colzani will 
share the role of Germont with 
Enzo Sordello, another fine 
baritone who figured in one of 
the famous * Callas" incidents 
at the New York Metropolitan. 

Franco Patané and Ottavio 
Ziino will conduct and Bruno 
Nofri will produce, and once 
again the orchestra will be the 
Radio Eireann Symphony 
Orchestra. 

The Italian Impresarios for 
the Festival are Maestro Car- 
denie Botti and Mr. Paolo 
Silveri, who are bringing over 
VIRGINIA ZEANI twenty-six distinguished artistes.

The recent film at the Metropole has focussed attention on The Royal Вале! 
who will appear in person on the Gaiety stage for two weeks commencing 
May 16th. 

For its work in this film and wherever the Company has played, the Corps 
de Ballet has won great praise and is unsurpassed anywhere in the world for 
skill and grace. 

The Royal Ballet draws its dancers from all over the wor'd—and as young 
as it can get them. 

It runs its own school where youngsters get a normal primary and secondary 
education—as well as the best ballet tuition. 


JUNIOR SCHOOL 

The junior school at White Lodge, Richmond Park, takes a hundred boarders 
and 50 day pupils. They enter at 10—after getting through an audition by 
director of the Royal Ballet, Dame Ninette de Valois. 

One wou'dn't think that the audition was for a ballet school at all. There 
are no tutu dresses. No fairy-trotting round the room while someone plonks 
charmingly at a piano. 

Entrants—you could even say contestants—are asked to wear bathing cos- | 
tumes. Instead of dancing, they do a series of exercises as if they were entering 
a gym team. 

The judges can tell more about how they would get on as ballet dancers d 
this way than by any amount of fairy-stepping. 

Then an orthopaedic surgeon has a look at the possibles. A headshake from 
him and you're out, no matter how much you feel you're destined to dance in 
Pavlova's footsteps. 

Those who are finally accepted are put on a years probation. The 
youngsters take normal classes. Ballet doesn't make any holes in the curriculum. 

A daily ballet class of an hour-and-a-half is worked instead of games or 
gym. And the pupils soon learn that it is very much more tiring. 

They go on to take a general certificate of education at 16. Then they move 
to the senior school. 

SENIOR SCHOOL 

They stay here for апућ па up to three years waiting for vacancies with 
either of the Royal Ballets two companies, or with the opera-ballet. 

Not all the pupils at senior school come from White Lodge. Many are sent 
on scho'arships by foreign governments. There are usually about 20 nationalities 
represented in senior school and in the company. 

They study classical dancing, mime, character, dance notation and make-up. 
They are lectured on bordering subjects l'ke history of ballet, of costume and 
music. 

Then one day, maybe, they are informed that they have been chosen to fill 
a vacancy with The Royal Pallet.

CAPELLA CAROLINA 


The Dublin International Festival of Music and the Arts will take 
place this year from June 26th to July 3rd. Below is given details of the 
programme of Gilbert and Sullivan Light Operas which the world-famous 
D'Oyly Carte Opera Company will present at the Gaiety during the 
Festival. 

On the afternoon of the last day of the Festival, a Cathedral Choir, 
with a history dating back to the Schola Palatina founded by the Emperor 
Charlemagne, will present a concert at the Gaiety Theatre, the choir is the 
famous Capel'a Carolina (Aachen Cathedral Choir) and will comprise 
40 boys and 25 men. 

The first Cantor of the choir was an Irish monk and the choir's 
musica! tradition has remained unbroken right down to the present day. 
Under its present conductor, Msgr. Professor Theodor B. Rehmann, the 
choir has achieved new fame and has toured Belgium, France, Spain, Italy 
and Poland, and its Dublin visit, planned in 1939 for 1940, was delayed 
for 20 years on account of the World War and its afterma:h.
